Java, the scene of thu lato torrible cal- 
amity, is an island in the Malay Archi- 
pelago, the principal scat, of tlio Dutch 
power in the oast, and, after Sumatra and 
Uonieo, tho lirgost in tlie Sunda group. 
It is boundod, north by tho Java sea, 

- south by tho Indian ocean, west by tho 
Straits uf Sunda from Sumatra, and oast 
by those of Bali. Its form resembles a 
parallelogram lying oast and west. Tho 
island ia 1560 miles long by 85 to 120 miles 
broad. It contains I!),7o0 square miles. 
It- is very mountainous, intersected by 
beautiful valleys, watered by rivers and 
torrents, and mostly covered by thick for- 
ests. The volcanoes are numerous, and 
when in an active state are remarkable 
for the quantity of sulphur and sulphur- 
pus vapour they discharge. The crater 
of Tasohom, at the west end of the island, 
contains a lake about one fourth of a mile 
long, from which there issues a stream so 
acrid, that fish cannot live in the sea near 
its mouth. Tho climate of the island was 
formerly unhealthy as a whole. Earth- 
quakes and thunder storms aro common, 
while hurricanes aro rare. Java possesses 
a soil of unrivalled fertility, and the fam- 
ed poison tree, the Upas, it a noted Jav- 
anese plant. The teak tree is also a 
natiyo of the island. Uice, tobacco, in- 
digo, tea and spices are among its pro- 
ductions, and the population is almost 
wholly agricultural. A governor-xeneral 

m presides over all tho Dutch provinces in 
tho Malay Archipelago, and the island is 
divided into 22 residences, each of which 
has a European governor. Tho inhabi- 
tants belong to the Malay family, and arc 
small in stature, inclined to laziness, but 
sober, patient and enduring. They are 
good tanners, and weave, dye, and make 
paper from the mullbery. The district of 

U A I AVI A 

Which seem to have been the more im- 
mediate scene of the volcanic erruptions, 
has an important sou port of the same 
name at the mouth of tho Jakatra river 
on the north side of the island, and has a 
population of 118,000 inhabitants, includ 
iiig Europeans, Chinese, Aborigiues, 
Moors and Arabs, with all the usual in- 
stitutions usually found in a largo and ini- 
partont city. 

8UM.VTKA, 

To which tho calamity seems also, by lat- 
est advices, tii have extended, is a largo 
island on the Indian sea, and immediate 
ly under the equator, and the first (from 
the W.) of tho semicircular chain 
which extends to Papua and the 
Philippine Islands. The coast presents 
tho appearance of an elevated ridge, and 
volcanoes aro numerous. Along the 
shore are numerous groups of islands. 
Tho main island is 1000 miles long, and 
its average breadth is 1-10 miles, its area 
being about 1-10,000 square miles, and it 
ranks second in magnitude of the Malay 
islands. In respect to subterranean tires 
it is more quiescent than .lava, which has 
no less than 50 active volcanoes. The 
climate is very equal as to teuipraturo, 
but as it stretches in the direction of 
the monsoons its mountain ranges arrest 
the vapor from the sea and ram falls al- 
most incessantly in tho southern portion. 
The forests on tho coast are almost impen- 
etrable, in consequence of the luxurious 
undergrowth. Pepper is tho chief pro 
duction, as tho tree cotton exported is of 
little value; to these may bo added gam- 
bier, edible birds' nests, wax, rice and 
ivory. The country of Lamponges, which 
is represented in such a terrible state, 
comprises the south districts of tho is- 
land on the Straits of Sunda. Tho popu- 
lation is mixed, but is chiefly of Malay 
origin; they have no religious system, no 
priests or temples, or ideas of divine be- 
niticence. Their Bogu is an evil spirit, 
and they suppose, with reason, demons 
live in the high mountains; all the labor 
devolves on the woman, and tho men stay 
at homo and nurse the children. Polyga- 
my is not forbidden but the price of 
wives is so high that few can afford more 
than one with the exception of the 
rajahs .

To the Editor:- -I am much surprised 
to find that even the most prominent Uhi- 
neso merchants in this country are subject 
to be grossly insulted by Europeans for 
sitting down at a public table on a steam- 
er with the rest of the passengers. . I was 
a passenger on tho steamer William Irving 
between New Westminster and Vale,leav 
iiig New Westminster on 1st of Septem 
bor last. At dinner time the head of 
one of the most prominent Chinese 
firms in Victoria quietly took his seat at 
the table with the rest of the passengers, 
when he was at once ordered to leave by 
the steward . This he refused to do ami 
kept his seat during the whole of dinner 
time, but the waiters declined to serve 
him. Tho captain of tho steamer was 
present and aware of i lie facts, but made 
no remark to tho steward whatever Now, 
sir, I am very certain that this Chinese 
merchant had seen and mixed in very 
jiiuch better society than two-thirds of the 
people who sat at the table when he was 
refused his dinner, and I feel sure I hat 
thu popular manager of tho P. N. 
Co. is .not aware of tho spirit of intoler- 
ance which prevails on board his line.

THE SHAPIRA MANUSCRIPTS ~ 

Tiioy aro Pronounced Forgeries by 
Hebraic Scholars, 

Chicago, August 2G. — A cable spe- 
cial from London says: Tho Shapira 
manuscripts are pronounced by M. 
Clermont Conneau to bo fraudulent. 
This decision by so eminent an authori- 
ty has produced a sensation and has 
caused all sorts of critical comments. 
M. Shapira is a Jew and has made, 
himself celebrated- amony European 
arclueologists by his industry and suc- 
cess in tho discovery of ancient Biblical 
authorities, lie it is who furnished 
the German savants ten years ago the 
famous Moabite potteries, which have 
all along been accepted as genuine, and 
havo been pointed to by the most 
learned as the clearest and most au- 
thentic existing known evidences of 
the genuineness of the accepted texts of 
the Old Testament. Some time ago 
Shapira presented to the Government 
some fifteen slips of an ancient looking 
sheepskin manuscript, containing lie 
braic characters, which he claimed 
wen? letters of tlie text or portions of 
the book of Deuteronomy, and proba- 
bly the oldest text of that part of the 
Bible in existence, as they dated about 
7U0 years Ijefore Christ and nearly 
[GOO years before the oldest accepted 
manuscripts of Deutorononiy known. 

Shapira claimed to have discovered 
the sheepskins in the Arabian desert 
and to have purchased them from a 
distinguished nomad who carried them 
next to his person, banging them from 
bis neck as a charm. The Arab's story 
was that the skins had descended in 
his family through generations imme- 
morial and had inscribed upon them a 
Divino secret, of which his family was 
chosen to be the custodian until the 
arrival of the time for its proper reve- 
lation. Shapira asked .£1,000,000 for 
the manuscripts. They were accepted 
by the Government for examination 
and being show n to many of the ex 
ports of the British Museum, were 
pronounced, at first glance, to be gen- 
uine. Mr. Gladstone then commis- 
sioned Dr. Ginberg, a profound He 
braist, to make an examination of them 
and report the result of bis labor to the 
Government. 

In the Shapira skins is contained 
I the full text of tlie Decalogue. Tlie 
| scholars hail no difficulty in translating 
| them. The text is substantially the 
same as that adopted by the Christian 
Church, but differs considerably in tlie 
wording of some of the commandments. 
The difference in phraseology is par- 
ticularly great in the sixth and seventh 
commandments. The former reads in 
the Shapira documents as follows: ''I 
am God thy Cod; thou slialt not kill 
the person of thy brother." The sev- 
enth commandment reads: "1 am Cod 
thy God; thou slialt not commit adul- 
tery with the wife of thy brother." 
Dr. Ginberg at once went at his task 
and at the same time invited the atten- 
tion of all the recognized arclueologists 
in Europe to the mauscripts and kept 
them accessible. Among those who 
accepted this invitation and who made 
a close study of the leather strips have 
been Mr. Bond, Chief 1 librarian of the 
British Museum; A Id is Wright of 
Cambridge; Mr. Van Straten of the 
Hebrew Department of tie.' British 
Museum and Ernest Burge of the As 
syrian Department of the British Mu 
scum, Dr. Harning of the Manuscript 
Department of the British Museum 
and M. Clermont Ganneau. All but 
the latter were favorably impressed by 
the strips and gave to the public many 
strong reasons for believing that Shapi- 
ra had made a discovery of the first im- 
portance. 

M. Clermont Ganneau, however, 
was skeptical from the first. lie has 
devoted all the time he lias been able 
to work in making a thorough investi 
gation not only of the manuscripts, 
but of Shapira 's history for the lust 
twelve years. He has made public the 
results of all this labor and he unheal 
talingly pronounces Shapira a fraud. 
Ganneau goes at great length into ile 
tails of what he terms Shapira's adven 
tures and speculations in arehteology 
and asserts that he can prove and will 
prove that there are the strongest 
! grounds for believing that the Moabite 
j potteries and stones which Shapira in 
duceil Germany to believe in, purchase 
I and exhibit to the world as proofs of 
! the correctness of the accepted versions 
: of Holy Writ, are fraudulent, base 
fabrications of a man who has a perfect 
genius for this kind of work. 

Dr. Ginsberg has finished translat- 
ing the Shapira manuscripts and is 
now engaged in the preparation of his 
report to the Government. This great 
pundit fully agrees with Ganneau as to 
the character of tho sheepskins. This 
report will unqualifiedly pronounce 
the documents forgeries, ami will go in 
to detailed proof that the leather is 
modern and that t lie ink is less than 
ten years old. Shapira will moke u 
fuss an I w ill have a host of followers, 
but the Government will cast him oil 
in discredit. The production of the 
Shapira manuscripts caused a genuine 
sensation among Biblical scholars, a 
majority of whom welcomed the al- 
leged discovery, and will reluctantly 
withdraw their faith from it. 

The portions of Shapira's nianu 
scripts shown consist of strips of lea- 
ther, one about fourteen inches long, 
the other probably nine inches long, 
ami each nearly four inches broad. 
The material is apparently goatskin 
smeared with oil for the' purpose of 
preservation. The edges are jagged 
the face of the leather very brown, or 
even black. On the larger piece no 
character is to the ordinary eye at all 
legible; the characters on the small 
strip are quite plain, in parts resnm- 
bling rows of small 7's and 9's similar 
to the characters found upon the fa- 
mous Moabite stone. About forty 
such pieces of leather constituted the 
fragments which Sbtpira valued at 
£ 1,000,000.

,'ilakoa a Sorry Exhibition of Hlmsolf. 

A great social and diplomatic scan- 
dal has just transpired. M. Wadding- 
ton, the French Minister to London, 
was given a special entertainment and 
dinner at the house of a noble lady at 
her summer retreat at Cowes,on the isle 
of Wight. The occasion was graced by 
the presence of the Prince of Wales. 
The French Minister was accompanied 
by Admiral Keppel, Everything went 
well and merrily until after the ladies 
retired and the cigars and light wines 
were brought in for the gentlemen. 
The conversation soon drifted to the 
Chinese war, and then a debate wan 
started by Lord Charles Bcresford 
upon the merits of the English and 
French navies. Tho hero of Fort Melts 
grew warm with wine, and he gradual 
ly became very offensive in his re- 
marks. The efforts of the Prince of 
Wales and others to check him into 
decorum served but to make him pug- 
nacious. Ho fell to ritlieuling the en- 
tire French fleet, and wound up with 
the statement that he could take the 
Condor, the little gunboat with which 
he moved around Fort Meks during 
the bombardment of Alexandria, and 
chase the whole French (lectin Chirese 
waters away from the Annum coast. 
M. Waddington considered Lord Beres- 
ford's conduct so extremely insulting 
that that he arose from the table, de- 
manded his carriage, and actually left 
the house. The hostess followed him, 
and after most earnest solicitation li 
nally persuaded him to refrain from 
going to a hotel and re-enter her house. 
In the meantime the British officers 
present compelled Beresford to leave 
the place, and stub was the noble 
Lord's resistance that his ejectment 
practically amounted to being kicked 
out. Every effort was made to hush 
up the matter, but nothing could sup 
press M. Waddington's indignant de- 
nunciation of the Ueatmont to which 
he had been subjected, and the affair is 
to night the scandal of London.

The specimens wore drawn from a 
tap on Monday the L'Ttli of August at 
noon; they were clear and colorless, 
free from odour or offensive taste. 
After passing the water through a 
piece of line Manuel (hiring an hour, an 
object lense whose magnifying power 
is 20 linear or -100 superficial enlarge- 
ments, brought in view over a 
square one quarter of an inch in size, 
several fibres and mossy structures 
shewing no symptoms of decomposi- 
tion. Eight, separate drops of the wa- 
ter in which the flannel had been 
shaken, contained each several varieties 
of Rotifera and their very numerous 
eggs or spawn. The "monocerca rat- 
tus" were most numerous and being 
transparent their eggs were seen in 
various stages. 

A very minute fish resembling the 
"Caliidina elegans" and several "cono- 
chilus" were darting about or actively 
rotating. 

No ammaleulya could be found ex- 
cepting the varieties of Rotifer t 
named; on the authority of Dr. Car- 
penter, who is one of the best we have 
on microscopic developinants these 
creatures "are mostly found in collec- 
tions of fresh water, and rather in such 
sis are free from actively decomposing 
matter than in those which contain 
organic substances in a putrescent 
state 1 ." A test for "smell" as directed 
by the Society of J'ulilic Analysis in 
England was made by filling a perfect- 
ly clean glass stopprired bottle with 
water from t he tap. This was placed in 
a hot water bath until its contents were 
raised to a temperature of 100° Karen 
The result was, innumerable bright 
globules clung to the inner surface of 
the bottle — proving tin; -water to be 
well Derated. After shaking it rapidly, 
on the stopper being withdrawn the 
"smell" was found to be "none" thus 
denoting absence of all polluting mat- 
ter such as sewage, peat or mud would 
evolve.

Tho Grounding of the Quoon of tho 
Pacific. 

From a passenger interviewed by it 
Portland reporter the following facta] are 
gleaned : 

"Tho ship sailed along with good wea- 
ther, and every one on board was in the 
best of spirits. Tho weather was thick 
when they reached the bar, and the ship 
dropped anchor about 8 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, as it was impossible to ace 
where wu were. After waiting for the 
fog to rise a few hours, Gov. Perkins, one 
of the owners of the vessel, urged tho 
pilot to go ahead, as he wanted to get in 
and thought they could cross, the fog hav- 
itm raised a little. About 2 o'clock, while 
some of us wore down to dinner, we felt 
the vessel come to a stop and heard the 
bell in the engine room ring. We paid 
no attention to this, as we supposed tho 
f«,g had settled down again and the vessel 
had come to anchor. Presently we heard 
a gnu fire from the ship, and 1 knew that 
we wore in danger. I went on dock and 
learned that tho ship was on the bar. 
For a time I was dazed. NVe could not 
see anything but water, and it was im- 
possible to tell where wo were, except 
that we were stuck on the bar. Koine of 
the passengers realized the danger; others 
did not, while others yet did nut appear 
to can;.

BRAVO BEECHEIV 

Ho Has a nisrh Idea of ^onion's 
Mission on Earth. 

Rev. Mr. Beecher, in his lecture on the 
"Rulu of the Common People," has this 
to say about women and her work in the 
world : 

What was Paul's declaration to these 
(irecian women, *'l sulfur not your women 
to teach. They will keep silence." He 
never would havesaid that to the Hebrew 
w omen. If I hey had had the spirit of pro- 
phecy they would have prophesied undis- 
turbed by injunction. It is simply saying 
this: Thai in a public where education is 
a sign of impurity do not liriug upon tho 
church the imputation of being a nest of 
lewdness. Audi hear good men, meaning 
all right, go ,,u quoting it, and multitudes 
of the best churches that are existing, are 
scrupulous lest the women should teach 
ill thu church. She may leach in the 
lecture room, but not in the church. And 
yet ive have unfolded civilization to that 
extent that women are the teachers of 
tho community. They till not only our 
primary schools, but professorships in our 
colleges. Wo make them our missionaries 
and send them abroad to the heathen. 
But she must not speak in the church ! 
She may speak anywhere else— on the 
platform; she may have conferences; in 
the great missionary annual meetings her 
voice may be heard. But she must not 
speak in the church ! Because Paul said 
"I sillier not your women lo speak!" W as 
anything ever mi, re preposterous/ Was

And so ih.es 
she. She has a perfect right t.. do il, and 
to do anything that she can do well. 

As to this question of woman's rights, 
idl admit that she may speak in the tern 
plus. That has been settled. 

When anybody wants lo hear anybody, 
then that body is called to go and speak. 
And it has passed through those stages 
that woman is no more a curiosity. If 
she is thought to have personal ability, 
people go Lo hear her. I have never beard 
any man in my life that could make such 
an eloquent address as I have beard made 

by w. in. Her right lo speak is not 

j doubted any longer; but has the right 
to volet She has, undoubtedly, the right 
t,. v i to; ami it is our duty lo vote as soon 
as that right is acknowledged. Wu waul 
precisely that element. We want her 
at th i polls. It is not a good thing hu- 
man to be alone in politics, any more than 
it is in domestic life. The correction that 
we want in politico is chiefly that correc- 
tion we should obtain when Woman be- 
comes a voter. 

It is insisted that she does not wise to 
vote. I have been preaching to sinners 
on their duty to repent for many years, 
and I have never taken that to be a suf- 
ficient argument that they did not want 
to repent. (Applause.) She ought to 
vote, and she will want to vote by and by, 
when experience has broken down pre- 
judice and shown her that it is her doty. 
I should like to know who it is, with pain 
and sorrow, bring children into life. Who 
is it When they are helpless infants doing 
nothing and requitting nothing; who is it 
that gives her time, by day and by night, 
that gives of her body to food and her 
mind to thought and care of the children, 
and when the children grow up ami 
go out into life, whose counsel 
it is that wraps her very subsistaiice in 
their life but the mother; and when they 
go wrong, who calls them back and gives 
thum hope and joy but the mother; and 
when they aro sick who night and day 
gives all her time and all her thoughts to 
their care but tho mother; and when they 
die the father grieves too, but tho thund- 
er of tho world and its business soon 
swei'ps out tho reinemborance the pain 
and tho sorrow, but the mother hears the 
knell to the end of her life. Now I say 
that when a woman has given to tin- 
world her children and has reared them 
through every stage of life, and has gone 
with them to the shade of death, I say if 
there bo any creature on earth who has a 
right to declare what shall bo the stir 
roundings of her children it is the moth 
or of the children. (Applause.) If there 
bo any croaturo on (!,,d's earth that has a 
right to declare how many grog shops 
shall be licensed in the community, and 
how many gambling dens there shall be, 
whether the schools shall be open for 
three months or twelve months, whether 
education should prevail whore^ her 
children aio, the miiiher, who 
has brought them into life, who has en- 
folded (hem in her very being, I say is 
the one that should vote on questions 
that touch her children to tho very heart, 
ami not to allow her to vole is a shame 
and outrage before God and ought to 
be before men. (Thunderous and pi., 
longed applause )

The woman 
was surprised a short, time after at see 
ing the cistern running over, and on 
going to it she was horrified to discover 
'die tieal bodies of three diikJrco in it. 
at the same moment she heard scream 
ing in the room where Mrs. Couhl- 
stone was in bed, and she knocked at 
the door, but was unable to gain en- 
trance. She called for assistance and 
the door was burst open. Then it was 
found that the enraged father, after 
drowning his three eldest children, bail 
struck the twin babies at their mother's 
breast with a hammer. The. police 
were at once sent for and the man was 
taken into custody and convoyed to 
the Lea Bridge road police station. 
When the nurse asked the prisoner 
what he was doing he .said: "Never 
mind, I am happy now and she is a 
single woman." No motive, savs the 
Loudon Globe, can be assigned for the 
murders, except one, viz. : — that the 
prisoner has on more than one occasion 
quarrelled, or rather grumbled, with 
bis wife because she had children so 
quickly.
